WASHINGTON, (M. 20. -The following 


Thanksgivingproclamation is issued: 


BY THE PKESIDENT Of THE UNITED STATEt, OF 


AMEIUCA.—A PROCLAMATION. 


In conformity with a custom, the annual 
observation of which is justly hold in honor by 
this people, I, Chester A. Arthur, President of 
the United States, do hereby set apart Thurs- 
day, the 30th day of November next, as a day 
of public thanksgiving. Tho blessings de- 
manding our gratitude are numerous and va- 
ried. For the peace and amity which subsists 
between this llepublic and all Nations of tUe 
•world; for freedom from Internal discoid and 
\iolenee; for increasing friendship between 
the different sections of the land; tor liberty, 
justice and constitutional government; for 
the devotion of the people to our free institu- 
tions and their cheerful ol«dience to mill! 
laws; lor the constantly increasing strength 
of the Itepubhc, while extending its privileges 
to fellow-men who come to live with us; tor 
the improved means of internal communica- 
tion and increased facilities of intercourse 
with other Nations; for the g-eneral prevailing 
health of the year; for the prosperity of ail 
our industries, the liberal return for the me- 
chanics' toil, affording a market tor the abun- 
dant harvests of the husbandmen; lor the 
preservation of the National faith and credit; 
for the wise and generous provision to effect 
the intellectual and moral education of our 
youth; for the intiuence upon the public con- 
science of a restraining and tiansforming reli- 
gion and for the jojs of home—for these and 
for many other blessings we should give 
thanks. 


Wherefore, 1 do recommend that the day 
above designated may be observed throughout 
tbe country as a day of National thanksgiving 
and prayer, and thai too people, oeasing from 
their daily laoors and meeting in accordance 
with their several forms of worship, draw 
nefti'tottte throne of Almighty God,, offering 
to Him praise and gratitude for the manifold 
good which He has vouchsafed to us and 
pnijing that His blessings and meioy may 
continue. 


And I do further recommend that the day 
thus appointed may be imidu a special occa- 
sion lor deeds of kindness and charity to the 
suffering and noedy, so that all who dwell 
within the land may rejoice and be glad in this 
season of National TbankstrU ing.

The participants, coaipris 
ing commanderies from New York, 
Washington, Providence, Pittsburg, 
Richmond and other cities, num- 
bered between 0,000 and 7,000. They 
presented a superb appearance in 
their showy regalia, and elecitod ap- 
plunse everywhere by the precision 
with which they executed various in- 
tricate evolutions of the Toinplar 
drill. 


LOUISMLLL, Ky., Oct. 21).- This 


city is preparing to hold in 
IHS.J a 


cotton exposition on a more extend- 
ed scale than that at Atlanta, (ia., 
last year. It is proposed to have 
represented every feature of the cul- 
tivation of cotton, and every form of 
its manipulation. In addition to the 
cotton exhibit, the mineral resources 
will bo represented in a manner sur- 
prising oven to those most faniihar 
with the south. 
Silk, wool and I'm- 


ber interests will also be full}' repre- 
sented. 
Grain, which is now attrai f- 


ing much attention in the south, will 
also 1)0 prominent. It is hoped to 
have during the exposition a meeting 
of the Cotton Planters' association. 
The scheme is a very comprehensive 
one, and is backed by loading men 
of business and the railroads. Threp 
or four fhonsand dollars will be re- 
quired, a large part of which has al- 
ready been pledged.

"Jubilee Day," and 30,000 people 
line the sidewalks viewing the pro- 
cession of the manufacturing and 
business interests of Memphis which 
moved promptly at 11 o'clock.

masked ball at the exposition build- 
ing, will conclude the day's enter- 
tainment. Some 13,000 people from 
adjacent points are in the city. 


SANTA FE, N. M., Oct. 20.— Con- 


gratulatory dispatches were received 
here this afternoon by Col. R. S. 
McKenzie, 4th Cavalry, from the 
secretary of war, announcing his 
promotion to brigadier general. This 
promotion gives universal satisfac- 
tion to the people of New Mexico, as 
during the year Gen. McKenzie has 
had commajad of the district of New 
Mexico, he has kept the country 
clear from Indians and desperadoes.

It is something in those days of shams 


and deceits, when everything seems to 
be made of the least probable ingredi- 
ents, to find that the scents which we 
put on our handkerchiefs are still dis- 
tilled from flowers. No one who has 
been to Grasse can doubt it. 
When 


once the flower season begins, every 
alley in the town smells strong of violets, 
or orange blossoms, or roses, according 
to the particular flower that the per- 
fumers are at work upon. The cultiva- 
tion of flowers is the great industry of 
the district. Boses, violets, narcissus, 
jasmine and tuberose are grown in fields 
just like turnips or mangolds with us; 
and in a. good season the land thus em- 
ployed brings in a much better return 
than if it were sown with wheat or any 
other crop. 
It certainly taies away 


from all the romance of the flowers to 
see them thus grown, wholesale, and 
the blossoms tossed about with as little 
care or ceremony ag hay or straw. The 
flowers are all bought by weight at so 
much a kilo, and must consequently be 
all hand-picked, and as free from stems 
as passible. Picking the flowers, espe- 
cially the violets, is very hard work 
when continued for many hours at a 
stretch, as has to be done in the height 
of the season, when the terraces are 
really so carpeted with blue that not a 
green leaf of the plant is to be seen, and 
when all these blossoms must be gath- 
ered and sold before they show the first 
symptoms of fading. 
Roses are con- 


sumed in prodigious quantities, for a 
great deal of the so-called Eastern attar 
of roses is made at Grasse. During the 
rose season bands of girls are employed 
in simply picking the petals from the 
blossoms. In the room \\ here this labor 
is goinz on the floor is covered half a 
foot thick with rose leaves, looking like 
drifts of tinted snow. 
Neroly. the es- 


sence of orange blossom, equivalent in 
strength to attar of roses, is another of 
the ipecial products of Grasse, and the 
perfumers of Cologne are supplied from 
herewith that and other essences, which 
they alone have Iho secret of converting 
into their famous scented water, of 
which the so-called Eau de Grasse is a 
very poor imitation. One kilo, or two 
pounds weight, ot orange petals are 
used m leaking one gramme of Noroly. 


There are ninety perfumeries in the 


department, and Dy far the greater 
number of them are in the town of 
Gras^e itself. Among the legion of men 
thus employed may be found every 
degree of fortune and social importance. 
There are the great factories, with 
soaiing chimneys, 
that 
stand 
out 


conspicuous above the town. 
Here 


everything is worked by steam, after 
tho most approved methods, and a 
counting-house is attached, where a 
be\ y of clerks and foreign correspond- 
ents conduct all the business on paper, 
but know nothing of the mechanical 
part of the trade. 
The perfumer him- 


self is a man of fortune, who has a 
showy chateau in the neighborhood, or 
perhaps he is a Deputy, and lives in 
Pj.ris, and troubles himself very little 
about his business as long as it keeps 
ins pockets regularly replenished. 
But 


in contrast to this there is the homespun, 
perfumer who looks to everything him- 
self, and does it all on his own prem- 
ises. 
Here one may watch the stills at 


work in an out-house in the garden, in 
the midst of a delightful confusion in 
which rabbits and other domestic pets 
make themselves perfectly at homo and 
rush about unrestrained, and where tho 
master gives vague orders to nonde- 
script male and female assistants. Here 
blossoms are heaped on the floor, and 
mysterious vials of tinctures are stored 
on the shelves in one and the same 
room, and ever and anon a blue-bloused 
clerk emerges from the den that is 
called by tourtesy a bureau, with pen 
behind his ear, to give his advice and 
opinion as to all the mysteries of the 
craft.

'Junes.
